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“And I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not; I will lead them in paths that they 
have not known: I will make darkness light before them, and crooked things straight. 
These things will I do unto them, and not forsake them.” (Isaiah 42:16) 
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President Hinckley was in South America on one occasion with some missionaries 
who were going home from their missions. He said that they were out shopping to 
buy things to take home—souvenirs—and he thought of the souvenirs that we ought to 
take home with us from our missions. He listed ten of them: 

1. A testimony of the living reality of God, our Eternal Father, and His Son, 
Jesus Christ. 

2. A greatly enlarged understanding of the Gospel. 

3. A love for the people among whom you labor. 

4. A greater love and appreciation for your parents. 

5. An enlarged understanding of the meaning and true worth of personal virtue. 

6. Increased poise, the ability to meet people, to converse with them, to talk with 
them. 





an 7. The courage to act. 
8. The faith to do. The faith to try. 
9. The humility to pray 
10. An understanding of the meaning of hard work! 


President Hinckley went on to say that “if there is anything that’s needed in this world, it’s more work and 
you are learning how to work on your missions, to get up every morning, to get out and work in the face of 
discouragement.” He then said, “ the harder you work, the more you love the work. That’s the wonderful 
thing about missionary service, and this will bless your lives all of your days—this habit of work which you 
cultivate as a missionary in the field.” 


In Preach My Gospel they describe hard work under the section on “diligence”. In that section another 
Prophet is quoted as saying, “I have often said one of the greatest secrets of missionary work is work! Ifa 
missionary works, he will get the Spirit; he will touch the hearts of the people and he will be happy. There 
will be no homesickness, no worrying about families, for all time and talents and interests are centered on the 
work of the ministry. Work, work, work— there is no satisfactory substitute, especially in missionary 
work.” President Ezra Taft Benson (emphasis added) PMG p.121 


Wouldn’t it be wonderful if the Lord would say to us as He said to Nephi: “Blessed art thou, Nephi, for 
those things which thou hast done; for I have beheld how thou hast with unwearyingness declared the word, 
which I have given unto thee, unto this people. And thou hast not feared them, and hast not sought thine own 
life, but hast sought my will, and to keep my commandments.” Helaman 10:4 


President Hinckley’s father probably said it best when he told him, “Gordon, forget yourself and go to 
work.” I pray that each of us may lose ourselves in this magnificent work and find true happiness and joy in
